Unlawful Fishing. 


The men fishing iu the canal basin for 


herring, with dip nets, are said to be catch- 
ing a great many bass and pike and keeping 
them instead of returning the fish to the 
water. This is a direct violation of the fish 
laws and should ba stopped immediately at 
this point as well as elsewhere. The law re- 
lating to the catching of these fish reads as 
follows, nnd it would be well for these vio- 
lators to take a timely warning. 


"No person shall catch at any time during 


the year blaek bass, rook bass, or wall-eyed 
pike, known as Susquehanna salmon, save 
with rod. hook and line." The penalty for 
the violation of which is ten dollars fine for 
each fish caught. 


The law also says that any fish commis- 


sioner, fish warden, deputy warden, sheriff, 
deputy sheriff, constable, policeman, or any 
special officer of this commonwealth, is au- 
thorized to destroy any fish basket, eel weir, 
fyke net, pound net, shore net, drift net, dip 


net, wing wall, or any illegal devioe, and 
are authorized to arrest any person placing, 
erecting, using or fastening them. This, 
however, does not authorize the destruction 
of any hauling seine used at any of the shore 
or island fisheries exclusively for shad and 
herring. 


Sportsmen Indignant. 


A bill lo amend the game laws of the state 


has been reported favorably from the com- 
mittee ti. tho State Legislature, and has 
passed its first reading. 


The bill is considered a vicious one by 


Bristol's true sportsmen, and they are on the 
war path to obtain its defeat. A petition is 
now being prepared by them, which will be 
circulated in Bristol and throughout the 
county for signers, requesting the Assembly- 
men and Senator from this county to vote 
against I he bill and to use every honorable 
means to secure its defeat. Several letters 
liavc already been written to our representa- 
tives requesting them to vote against the 
measure. 


The bill calls for a uniform time and season, 


w ith but very few exceptions for the shooting 
of game. October 15 to December 15, the 
open season in the new bill, is entirely un- 
suitable for the killing of game of different 
duds. 


Rabbit,-) should never be killed in this 


ocality until December 1st. 
The season for 


woodcock is about July 4th, squirrels are in 
season in September, when they are at their 
>est. 


The bill permits the trapping of birds for 


the purpose of wintering them, to be turned 
loose again in the spring, but it would be 
worse than a Chinese puzzle to find out how 
many are freed in the spring after the trapper 
has had what he wants to eat. 


The bill does not protect the heron, bittern, 


ting fisher, and the other water fowl, which 
by their presence, the sportsmen say, attract 
the ducks and geese to their waters.

Tho teachers, to whom she was en- 


deared by long cooperation and common 
interests, as well as by ties of friendship and 
love, feel their sad loss in the sense of a 
direct bereavement. 
The pupils of our 


schools, particularly the older ones, are 
conscious that they have experienced a 
personal loss that may well move them to 
sadness, for Miss Booz was untiring in her 
efforts to promote their individual welfare, 
as well as their success in school life. 
The 


members of the Alumni Association, who 
have all been graduated during the period 
of her superinteudency, keenly feel their 
sorrow, for she was ever their good and 
helpful friend. 


Miss Booz had been identified with our 


public schools during the entire period of 
her mature life. 
She was a pupil in those 


schools, and for many years a teacher in 
hem prior to her election as our first Bor- 
ough-Superintendent in May 1884. SJw ^aa 
reelecled to that office each third year there- 
after without opposition, and her present 
term of service would have continued uutil 
May 1899. 


She was successful as a teacher, and pos- 


sessed high qualifications as an instructor of 
youth. She had strong traits of character 
as well as mental force aud intellectual 
ability, and when it was decided by the 
School Board that Bristol should have its 
own superintendent of schools, the directors 
of 1884 turned their thoughts to her, for 
they felt that she was well qualified for the 
new position ; and they acted in accordance 
with their judgment and perception. They 
made no mistake. At first she was reluctant 
to take the position, not feeling assured of 
her ability successfully to meet ita require- 
ments. In this she was mistaken. She had 
the'ability; she grasped the situation ; she 
was, equal to its responsibilities; as year 
followed- year she grew in intellectual 
itrength with the developing progress of our 
schools, and was able to meet every fresh 
advance and every new condition. 


She was faithful in the performance of her 


many duties. Conscience guided her actions 
and shaped her decisions. She aimed to be

just. She gave attention to her work even 
at the sacrifice of health and strength ; and 
we all know, judging by appearance, that 
she was physically frail', though fortified by 
a strong, determined will. 


In many respects the growth and efficiency 


of our schools are due to her. She had 
their welfare at heart, and was ever ready 
to join in measures for their improvement, 
and in efforts fo raise them to higher levels 
in the path of advancement. 


She did her duty and more, lor every 


detail, however small, seemed to claim her 
attention as though it were worthy of direct 
oversight. Many a pupil now or hitherto 
in our schools will remember with pride and 
gratitude hereafter, how she interested her- 
self in their personal welfare with a view to 
hei>- future happiness and prosperity.

The Most Peculiar Climatic 


Pnget Mound Ilitilii, Wnnhtngtoit. 
I h)»ve run about the United States a good 


deal for the lost thirty years and have made 
memory notes of such climatic peculiarities 
as have come under my observation. 


The place having the widesl range of tom- 


perature of any with which I am familiar is 
Fort Keogh, ia the Yellowstone Valley. Not 
infrequently iu the winter the mercury tum- 
bles down to 50 degrees below zero, and it 
has been known iu summer to climb up lo 
120 above. Here is an, extreme range of 170 
degrees, and yet people manage to live very 
comfortably there tbe year around. In the 
early summer the grass on the plains aud 
hills turns brovu and yellow, and all green 
vanishes from the wide landscape, except 
where a fringe of cottonwood trees skirts a 
watercourse. It is a peculiarity of the ex- 
treme high temperature in the arid regions 
that you do not perspire at all—thai is, you 
do not sensibly perspire. The moisture is 
all evaporated from your skin as fast as it is 
formed by the extreme dryness of the air. 
The heat is not nearly BO oppressive, however, 
as it is at a temperature of 80 or 00 degrees 
along the Atlantic seaboard. If you are in- 
doors or under the shade of a tree, you are 
quite comfortable. Anything that will break 
the fierce rays of the sun is sufficient to re- 
lieve you from all oppression from the high 
temperature. 
Traveling some years ago 


across the hot billowy plain of tho great basin 
of the Columbia with, a camping party look- 
ing up a route for a railroad we came to a 
huge columnar rock of black basalt. The 
day was intensely hot. We stopped the teams, 
and, throwing ourselves down on the shady 
side of the rock, wo recalled the phrase in 
the Bible about ' 'the shadow of a greal rock 
in a weary land," and realized that a little 
shade meant as much to the people of arid 
Palestive as lo us tired travelers in arid 
America. 


The hottest place in the United States is 


unquestionably Death Valley, in Southern 
California. It is about 200 feet below the 
sea level, and is rimmed around with black, 
bare mountains. Birds flying across this 
valley in the heated seasons often drop dead. 
Borax is found here, but the mining pro- 
cesses cease in the heats of midsummer. I 
read sonewhere of a party of men who en- 
tered the valley in July, knowing nothing of 
the deadly heat, and who preserved their 
lives by lying all day in the water of a little 
stream that came out of tho mountains and 
was soon dried up in the fierce rays of *lie 
sun. They were glad to escape under ike , 
cooling shades of night. 


The rainiest place in the United States is 


Neah Bay, on the Strait ofPuca, in the State 
of Washington. It actually rains every clay 
in the year, and the total annual precipita- 
tion is nearly 100 inches. There is au Indian 
reservation on the bay. 
The natives have a 


very pretty knack of making ornamental 
basins and carving wooden bowls, which 
they decorate with high colors. 
They make 


long, graceful canoes from the trunks of 
cedar trees, which they hollow out with in- 
finite labor and with, the aid of fire. I once 
employed as an artist a half-breed Indian 
corn on mean Bay, wuose motner was u 
squaw and whose father was an army officer 
on duty in that region when he was a lieu- 
tenant. The father became a famous Con- 
federate General and was killed at Gettys- 
burg, He had provided for the education of 
the boy, and the young man was an excel- 
lent landscape sketcher. Evidently here was 
a combination of the artistic talent of the 
Neah Bay Indian woman and an inheritance 
of skill from the education in drawing re- 
ceived by the oflicer at West Point. 


The most remarkable climatic barrier in 


the United States is that of the Cascade 
Mountains, in Washington. In winter time 
the railway train toils up the eastern slope of 
these mountains, between walls of snow high- 
er than the roots of the cars in a long wind. 
ing lane scooped out by the rotary plow. 
Once through Ihe tunnel on the Northern 
Pacific, or over the Switchback on the Great 
Northern, you suddenly leave winter behind

the mountains, in less than an hour you 
meet the full spring. The grass is green, water 
fowl swim on the rivers and bays, the crows 
are holding their annual conventions iu the 
tree tops with much oratorical clamor, and 
when you arrive at Toeoma you find the 
flowers blooming in the doorways. 
The 


change seems magical, and is as great as if 
you should start from Chicago in January 
and travel to the Gulf of Mexico, yet the 
whole distance you have traversed to bring 
about this wonderful Iranaformation is less 
then 100 miles. 


The most peculiar climatic region with 


which I am familiar is the Puget Sound basin 
in the State of Washington. 
It is separated 


from the ocean on the west by the rugged 
snow-clad range of the Olympic Mountains, 
and its eastern boundry is ihe still loftier 
range of the Cascades. The sound is con- 
nected with the Pacific by the broad strait of 
Juan de Fuca, and up this strait pours a 
great volume of moist air, brought by the 
Japan current from far out to sea. The 
mountains of Vancouver Island on one side 
and the Olympic on the other make of the 
strait an enormous funnel, and Ihe moisture- 
laden winds are condense'd against the cold, 
snowy ranges on either hand, and are pre- 
cipitated in frequent showers upon the shores 
of the sound. 
It rarely snows there, but it 


rains a little almost every day from October 
to June. The result is to produce a dense 
vegetable growth in the forrest consisting 
of immense trees—firs, hemlocks, spruces 
and cedars—and of undergrowth so dense 
that it is almost impossible to force your 
way through it without hard work with an 
az. 
A St. Paul man of my acquaintance 


went out to that region last fall to see what 
he called his farm. 
He owns a tract of land 


five or six miles from Olympia, the capital 
of the State, and had often boasted about 
that farm to his acquaintances. He set out 
from Olympia on horseback to veiw the land, 
but after three hours' hard struggle in the 
forest he turned back without even getting 
sight of his possessions, and was followed as 
far as the clearings by a cougar, which 
hastened his progress by its dismal and 
menacing howls.—E. V. Smalley in the 
Chicago Times-Herald.

Cominnrclal Hlgli SchoolN. 


It is encouraging in the highest degree lo 


nole that the Board of Education of New 
York bag had submitted lo il a plan of 
courses embodying a system of commercial 
instruction in Ilio city high schools. A few 
years ago earnest efforts were made under 
the leadership of Professor Edmund J. 
James, then of Ihe University of Pennsyl- 
vania, and now of the University of Chicago, 
to establish commercial high schools in 
Philadelphia. 
Professor James made a 


careful study of the subject in Europe, later 
publishing the results of his investigations, 
and Hie interest of many of our influcnlial 
business men was eulislcd in the worthy 
movement. II is perhaps needless to say 
that we slill lack the schools for giving com- 
mercial education of the kind then con- 
templated, and of the kind which il is ]>ro- 
po°ed lo introduce iulo Ihc public educa- 
tional system of New York city. 


It is stated, and it seems to be true, (hat 


wo nowhere in tho length nml hi-amliii of 
this land offer instrutiou to young men in 
those branches which are designed to fit 
them for commercial life. II is likely, of 
course, that there are private schools here 
and there which train studenls in the same 
way that they arc trained upon the Con- 
tinent of Europe, 
in France, Germany, 


Belgium and Switzerland, but these insti- 
tutions are no integral part of our general 
system of public education, and Ihcy for 
Ihat reason do not yield us results of that 
broadly beneficent character which Ihcy 
should yield us. This proposilion is ccr- 
lainly beyond anybody's power to contest 
it, and if we are soon to have a practical 
working recognition of the usefulness and 
value of this kind of instruclion in Ihc 
schools of New York city, the example will 
exert a powerful influence in other parts of 
tbe country. 


Germany is constantly cited as giving us 


the best models in education. The Germans, 
forinstance, have been oducalinglhtflr young 
men in the principles of mercantile Lfe for 
many years—it would be almost true to 
generations. 
When one generation attorns 


anything that it regards as good, it should 
be its particular business to hand Ihe ex- 
perience down to younger people. In a 
civilizalion which is advancing in a real 
way, neglect of this is a perilous thing.

Dependence on the Text of 


the Service—Actor* Anxious to Avoid 
Memorizing Whenever Possible—The 
Prompter In German Theaters. 


One of tho accusations most frequently 


brought against that convenient faculty 
known UB memory IB that it Is treacherous. 
While pretondhig with every appearance of 
honi sty to bo its owner's faithful servant-, 
it is merely awaiting a particularly awk- 
ward moment, say the critics, to betray 
him ignominiously. It is unquestionably 
truo that modern memories, tho best of 
them, nro degenerates when compared with 
tho undent ones. If tho task of perpetu- 
ating Homer's "Iliud" and "Tlio Arabian 
Nlglits' UnturtaintDcnt" now depended 
wholly upon somo one's ability to memo- 
rize i.hosolung productions, it Is quite sufo 
to assume that tho next generation would 
hear them In un exceedingly abridged form. 


But the fault of its present weakness 


cannot bo laid altogether at tho door of 
memory Itself. Thiit is probably still capa- 
ble of performing vastly more than it ever 
does at present, but, like all servants, it 
must bo trained und then kept up to its 
work. Whether on the whole this is worth 
whilo is another question. It would un- 
doubtedly bo most convenient on many oc- 
casions to recall things at will, without 
any written assistance. But considering 
the time in which wo live, when every- 
thing worth remembering is printed, or 
can lie without much trouble, thoro is lit- 
tle real need for much memorizing. The 
majority of people prefer to bo dependent 
upon books and notes rather than to con- 
vert thoir heads Into storerooms, tho stack 
of which is likely to be considerably jum- 
bled up and, at least in part, rubbiph. 


It is a peculiar fuet that a speaker wlio 


is not iifitomud to rely upon scmo oiitsiilo 
nid t" Ills memory, even though lie may, 
by m iich repetition, hnve learned (he words 
by heart, is almost always thrown into 
corifx sion if the usual uid is suddenly with- 
drawn. Episcopal clergymen who litno 
read fho scrivces of tiho ehureh lor many 
ycari nro good examples of this. 
Most of 


confess to the Vtorst of verbal njora- 


ories. 
Although they actually know the 


whole suslitanee of tlie ritual u<! well (is 
they do their own names, they have grown 
eousid to read ing it that the absence of 
tho Jamillar printed lines would drive 
word'i and ideas completely out of their 
icads. Many of them tiro "slaves of tho 
Dook" down to tho shortest portions of the 
sorvko, not oven venturing to rccito tho 
Lord's Prayer without the text at hand, 
tfot infrequently this absolute dependence 
.s the cause of odd delays and mistakes. 


There is a certain clergyman who has, 


lowever, a precisely opposite method. For 
ono thing ho has memorized the maiTiago 
sorlvce so perfectly that ho never refreshes 
ils mind on any point by reading it, and, 
n fact, docs not c^cn have a book within 
reach. This latter practice often appears 
iko tempting fato to thoso who hear him, 
and many a guest has speculated, as ho 
.Istoncd, upon what would happen if tho 
minis-ter'8 memory suddenly played him a 
rick. 


On the stage a similar state of affairs 


may lie found. It might bo thought that 
ince they aro required by the nature of 
heir work to memorize so much, actors 
woulfl find the task nn easy ono in time, 
nnd would not object to a trifle more or 
ess of it 
But this Is not so. As n rule 


they never learn anything which there is n 
rossiblo chance for reading. If a few lines 
are to be spoken behind the scones or nny- 
wherc out of sight of the audience, tho ac- 
nr has a copy of them and stives himself 
:he ttoubleoP committing the passage to 
memory. All stage letters read by actors 
ore fully written out, and the player, in 
pltoof the number of times he has repeat- 
d the words, could not do so -without the 
japer before him to save his life. Beading 
with a view to remembering the exact 


ords and reading without any such pur- 
lose aro two entirely different operations. 


Mrs. Kcndal, however, docs not believe 


n the customary way of managing tho lot- 
*r business. She insists upon having any 
member of her company under such cir- 
umstances gei Uic lotto* v>y :>on*t, oo tfcmt 
n cns«j tho proper piece of paper should be 
ost any blank sheet might bo instantly 
substituted and the difference never be de- 
tected. 


In a German theater, where it iffusual 


to produce a large number of plays chang- 
ing the bill every two or three nights, the 
work of the actors would bo exceedingly 
hard lint for the extraordinary method of 
prompting which is employed. Instead of 
standing in the wings und rendering his 
services only on the rare occasions when 
some nctor forgets his lines, tho prompter 
sits in a hood, like that at tho Metropolitan 
Opera House, directly in iront of tho mid- 
dle of the stage. The hood looks somewhat 
like an exaggerated footlight, and its shape 
serves to throw back tho prompter's voice 
toward the people on tho stage. Sitting 
here he reads tho whole play through from 
beginning to end, keeping justn line ahead 
of tho actors. Such a process sounds us if 
it would bo extremely confusing to every 
one in tho play, but they have accustomed 
themselves to depend upon tins sup] ort. 
The rather low monotone in which the 
prompter roads is not audible to the reft 
of the house, except sometimes to those in 
the first row or in the stugo Voxos. 
At 


the opera tho prompter generally repeats 
tho first words of each line of the air dur- 
ing the performance. 


SiiH crs arc us much u\erscns actors to 


learning what may just as well be read. 
M. C.istclmury, who King behind the 
scenes tlio part of tho dragon rnfner 
in "Siegfried," did so entirely from hie 
notes, and Miss Schilling, tho voice of the 
bird, follows the same method.—Now York 
Tribune. 


Bronze. 


It it, found that tho addition of a very 


slight quantity of phosphorus to tho other 
constituents of bronze produces great 
changes in the qualities, materially in- 
creasing the strength and ductility. A 
good alloy is produced by tho combination 
of from .2 to .8 per cent of phosphorus 
with a mixture of copper nnd tin in the 
proportion of nine to one, but the amount 
of phosphorus varies in different qualities 
all the way from .03 to .8 per cent. In 
the process of manufacturing, phosphor 
tin, containing a definite known amount 
of the phosphorus, is added to copper—a 
process which gives a fairly good control 
over the composition of tho resulting nlloy 
even when tho final percentage of phos- 
phorus is very minute. The tensile of cast 
phosphor bronze is from 17 to 2S tons per 
square inch.—New York Sun. 


THACKERAY'S BIRTHPLACE. 


Failure of Efforta to FJttd the Exact Honfle 


In Iiulla. 


Sir Y/illiam Hunter'B book on "Tho 


Tbnckoruys In India" calls out In The 
Athenieum from W. F. Prideuti on inter- 
esting letter relative to the house In which 
tho novelist was born and his ineffectual 
efforts to find it: 


"Tho publication of Sir William Hunt- 


er's delightful book reminds me that about 
ten years ago, being then resident In Cal- 
cutta, I mudo u vigorous effort to discover 
tho bouso which hod been honored by the 
birth of the gren test writer who has shod 
luster on tho Anglo-Indian body, in view 
to a commemorative tablet being placed 
upon the building by public subscription. 
In this effort I w/is wurmly seconded by 
the late Mr. Hobort Knight, the editor of 
Tho Statesman, who in tho issuo of that 
paper lor f-opt. 2, 1887, devoted a leader to 
tlio subject,, and by several other friends. 


"NoUvith&landimi; our exertions we 


foiled .to discover tlio house in question, 
tho rt cords neither of thos-ccretariat nor of 
tlio municipality affording any clew. I 
(iBcortuined that the assessment papers of 
tho IIOUFO tax did not extend further back 
than IhSfi, while tho first Calcutta dally, 
tho Calcutta Journal, was not established 
by J. Silk Buckingham till four years aft- 
er Richmond Thackeray's death. My re- 
searches, however, enabled ino to collect 
FOinc interesting information in connection 
with Uio novelist and his father, and 
among ray notes I find an exact record of 
the dates on which Richmond Thackeray 
ontcral on his various public employments. 
" Thackeray was christened in St. John's 


church, the old cathedral, and I give below 
a copy of the baptismal register, which 
has not, I think, hitherto appeared in 
print:

"Seeing that Richmond Thackeray ap- 


parently held the appointment of judge of 
Midnnporo at tlio date of his son's birth, 
and that a period of nearly six month? 
elapsed Lvtweon that date and the baptism, 
wo aro almost led to tlio conclusion that 
the boy was born not at Calcutta, but at 
Midnaporc, and thiit hiq baptism wns de- 
ferred until Ins father received his Alipore 
appointment. 
Tradition has, however, so 


persistently declared that tho birth took 
place in Calcutta that I do not feel ven- 
turesome enough to dispute it. It is quite 
possible that tho records do not give the 
dalo on which the father's deputation to 
Midnnporo ended.''

If they had given 
the same amount of application and atten- 
tion to almost any other business, they 
might now bo independent.

reporter writes his life away making the 
reputation of his paper. 
In impersonal 


journalism ho is never heard of outside tho 
office. In personal journalism lie becomes 
an Ishmnelite. Tho world it against the 
reporter, and ho is against the world in 
that ho is constantly fighting to get what 
tho world does not want him to bavo— 
news. 
•iue nay is coming when some bright 


man will write a history of "tlio faith- 
ful," 
and they will bo the newspaper re- 


porters. 
It has over been a wonder to me 


that reporters arc so iaithful to their em- 
ployers 
1 have nover known n reporter 


to betray n trust. Out all day, out all 
night; ordered hither and thither in rain, 
blizzard, tog nnd ice; filling upon "beef 
and"—one meal at Dclmouico's, tho next 
at Oliver's; today reporting a nrmou, to- 
morrow running down n, murderer; in the 
afternoon interviewing a president, in the

The Culinary Triumphs of One New York

In so far this story does not differ in any- 
wise from tho experience of thousands of 
other young men who board in excellent 
families and carry their lunches. But this 
young man claims that for an infinite va- 
riety of luncheons that custom cannot 
stale his landlady has the call.

a luncheon, in the parlance of the 


life of him who boards, is a sandwich, or 
several of them. It takes considerable art 
to conceal the fact that ho is eaoing some- 
thing that he had yesterday and expects to 
got again tomorrow. To vary the ration 
taxes all tho ropources of the commissary 
of subsistence, but it can bo done.

A. Neir Ule For the Humble but Pretty 


Water Plant. 


Very few probably ore aware that the 


fur, 
or vegetable down, of tho cattail is a 


j marketable article, superior to feathers or 


cotton for many purposes. It is not quite 
BO valuable or useful as eiderdown, but it 
approaches it very closely and is cheaper 
than any of tho three. As a matter of 
fact, a great many people are today using 
articles covered with cattail products who 
have no idea where the material comes 
from. 


It is a vast extent of country, compara- 


tively speaking, from which the cattail ia 
gathered. 
It comes from the swamps 


along tho numerous creeks that put in 
from tho Delaware bay, from Morris river 
to Cape May. Tho average amount gath- 
ered in the season is a ton a day. The 
work of gathering and transporting it, 
and then weaving it into tho many forme 
which it roust take before becoming sala- 
ble, constitutes a considerable industry. 


One of tho most elaborate uses to which 


this material is put is that of covering 
sofas. 
Very many of the supposed plush 


covered divans are really covered with a 
fabric of cattail. It wears better than the 
plush, and is infinitely cheaper- 


The same argument that applies to the 


sofa is applicable to tho pillow. 
Very of- 


ten, however, such pillows go by another 
name. 


Sofa pillows also are made of cattail, be- 


cause a pillow avowedly covered with cat- 
tail would probably be regarded with con- 
tempt. Call it Alaskan plush, however, or 
Shetland wool that has been treated by a 
new process, and it will sell readily enough, 
and give good satisfaction too. 


Tho family album which graces the cen- 


ter table in tho parlor of so many farm- 
houses is also in many instances adorned 
with cattail covers, although the house- 
wife cannot be convinced they are not 
plush. She has doubtless paid almost as 
much as if they were what she supposes, 
and naturally she scoffs at any person who 
hints that she has been victimized. It is 
becoming a prevalent custom to use cattail 
fur on the back of hand mirrors and 
brushes, which have heretofore been backed 
with plush. 
Some say that the substitute 


is really proving better than the original 
Tho head rest, too, seen on the easy chair 
is often of cattail — and it is none the less 
comfortable for that. 


Another article for which the cattail Is 


used is tho bed quilt. The eiderdown quilt 
is an olci time article of luxxiry. The cat- 
tail quilt is every whit as comfortable and 
costs about one-quarter as much. In New 
Jersey at least tho housewife fully appre- 
ciates the value of tho cattail quilt, how- 
ever much her less well informed sisters 
may scoff at tho idea. — St. Ixmie Qlobe-

ROYAL EPICURES. 


Monarcln Who Were Famous Because of 


Their Culinary Learning. 


Royalty In times past has had many (in 


accomplished epicure ns learned in culina- 
ry lore os In tho practice of the cuisino. It 
was Henry do Valois who brought into 
fashion aromatic sauces nnd various spicy 
dainties, inheriting his tastofor cooking 
from Catherine de' Mediol, who introduced 
into France not only ices, but much of the 
culinary art from Italy. 


Louis XIV was devoted to gastronomy, 


and for his use liquors wore invented in 
his old age, when, It is said, ho could 
scarcely endure existence without a suc- 
cession of artificial stimulants. But the 
pertinacity with which Charles V of Spain 
gratified his appetite under all circum- 
stances rivaled even that of Frederick the 
Great. 
Before rising in the morning pot- 


ted capons were usually served to him, 
prepared with sugar, milk and spices, iced 
beer being one of his favorite drinks. 
Fish, too, of every kind wns to his taste, 
eels, frogg and oysters occupying a promi- 
nent plaoe In the royal bill of fare. Fred- 
erick the Qroat was fonfl of highly season- 
ed meats and had a strong predilection for 
Italian or French made dishes. It was his 
habit during dinner to make pencil marks 
against the different items of tho bill of 
Tare to which he referred when conversing 
afterward with the maitre d'hotol. 


When the Duo d'Escarg and hla royal 


master, iouis XVIII, were closeted to- 
gether to talk over a dish, the ministers 
were kejit waiting In the antechamber, 
sud the next day this notice regularly ap- 
»arod in the official journals: "M. le Duo 
d'Escars a travaille dans le cabinet." It 
may be Jidded that Louis XVIII had in- 
vented the "truffles a la puree d'ortolans," 
nnd, reluctant to disclose tho secret, he in- 
•ariably prepared the dish with his own 
lands, assisted by the duke. Another epi- 
mroan of the first order was the Polish 
Cing Stanislaus Leszinski, who invented 
many a new dish and vastly improved the 
tyle of cooking, astonishing the Lorrain- 
ers, among other things, by having served 
ip at his table dishes of meat with fruits, 
wth of which had been cooked together. 
3eese whioh had been plucked when alive, 
:hen 
whipped to death, and marineos were 
et down in his bill of fare as foreign 
)irds, and after a somewhat similar fash- 
jn turkeys were transformed into "coqs 
e bruycres" and were served at the table 
(uried under the strong smelling herbs of 
jorraine. One year was remarkable for 
ho entire failure of tho fruit crop, but 
Stanislaus would not be deprived of his 
essert, for. turning his attention to oon- 
eotionerv, he substituted compositions of 
ugared vegetables, especially of turnips.
